Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

Claims 1 and 13 recite an antenna comprising a plurality of planar conductors, 
each of the planar conductors defining a broad side and an edge, the plurality of planar 
conductors placed in an array with the broad side of each planar conductor parallel with 
the broad side of other planar conductors, and the edges of the plurality of planar 
conductors formed a discontinuous surface, a plurality of plated-through vias 
interconnecting the plurality conductors to define a matrix of conductors, and an 
electromagnetic radiating element located adjacent the surface and comprising an 
electrical conductor parallel with the surface. 

None of the prior arts shows or suggests this antenna device.
